THE “ SPIRIT OF THE TIMES” SKETCH OF THE 

CAREER OF IROQUOIS. 


New York, June 1.—The Spirit of the 
Times furnishes the following history of 
lroquois, the Derby winuer: 

Lroquois was bred by Mr. A. Welch, at Arden- 
heim stud, Chestnut Hill, Pa., and was foaled in 
i870. He was purchased by Pierre and George 
L. Lorillard on joint account, with ten or twelve 
other yeariin Among them were Blazes, 
Spinaway, and Saunterer. The brothers subse- 
quently divided the purchase, and Iroquois fell 
to Pierre Lorillard. He is a rich brown colt 
witn a blaze face, near bind foot white above 
the pastern, and about tifteen hands three 
inches high. On the 00th of August, 1s7¥, he was 
shipped to Liverpool,and went from there to 
Newmarket. He trained into fine shape early 
in the season, and ran with much success at the 
Newmarket second epring meeting. He won 
the Newmarket ‘I'wo-Year-Olid Plate from five 
others. He was beaten at the Epsom summer 
meeting for the Wvodcote Stakes by Lord 
Caitborpe’s Angelina. but at the same meeting he 
woo the Two- Year-Old Stakes. At Ascot be was 
beaten for the New Stakes by Mr. Leigh's Sir 
Charies, and at the July meeting was beaten by 
a head by Lord Falmouth's Ba! Gal for the July 
Stakes. At the same meeting be won the Ches- 
terfield Stakes from nine others. At Sandown 
second summer meeting be was beaten by 
Bush's Lady Chelmsford for the great Kingston 
Plate. At Goodwood he won the Levant Stakes 
from five others. He ran four other races, but 
did not win in ther. His recent effort for the 
2,000 Guineas, when he was probabiy beaten by 
mismanagement by Peregrine, showed that be 
still retained his previous high form.

LORBILLARD. 

Loxpox, June 1.—A gentleman who has 
close business relations with Lorillard says 
of him: “His position in relation to the 
turf is not fully understood. He does not 
send his horses to England merely to win 
races and money. I know his bets on the 
Derby were very small. His object is to 
show the superiority of an American when 
correctly bred. For that purpose he bought 
the 900-acre Rancocas farm in Jobstown, N. 
J.,and began breeding blooded stock, He 
has fully established the fact that American 
horses can be made superior to English 
stock. He does not look to winning money. 
But he loses none. Parole's victories have paid 
past expenses and left a sum for the future.” 

GREAT ENTHUSIASM LN NEW YORK. 

New Yor«, June 1.—The news that Pierre Lor- 
illard’s 3-year-old colt had won the English 
Derby was received in this city with enthusi- 
astic expressions of 12 in sport! circles 
and at the clubs. t the Union Ciub Pierre 
Lorillard stood in the centre of a crowd of at 
least 100 excited men, who congratulated him 
upon the ownership of the first American horse 
which has won even a place in the Derby.

THE ECLECTICS. 


Thirteenth Annual Session—Discussion 
of the Liquor Question. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., June L—The Eclectic 
Medical Society of IIlinols began its thir- 
teenth annual session here, with about forty 
members present. The address of welcome 
was delivered by Dr. H. Wohlgemuth. Papers 


were read by Dr. Pope Davis on The 


Nature of Contagious Diseases,” and Dr. A. 
L. Clark on “ Pathology and Treatment of 
Puerperal Convulsions.’”’ Dr. W. House read 
a long paper on “Alcoholism,” which he 
considered a disease. He said that if those 
who are commissioned to look after 
public health (the State Board, for in- 
stauce) would spend a little less time 
in looking after the manufacturers of baking- 
powders or in guarding the people against hav- 
ing a little oleomargarine imposed upon them 
instead of dirty butter, etc., they could devote a 
part of their time to good advantage in this 
cause, which is producing ten out of every hun- 
dred deaths in the State, and then they could 
report to the Governor the best means ot quar- 
autining against this disease; forif we have the 
right to quarantine agaiost smali-pox, vellow- 
tever, cholera, etc., we certainly bave the right 
to have some legal protection against alco- 
bolism. 

Inis paper elicited a long discussion of the 
robibiion question. many of the members be- 
leving that it was wholly upnecessary to pre- 
scribe aicohol in any form, and that if they 
would discountenance its use they would save 
more lives than they now do with their pills. 
Other physicians said it was necessary at times 
to prescribe alcohol, and that at times it wasa 
better remedy than thing else that could be 
obtained.

THERE was no material change yesterday 
in the situation at Albany. Conkling and 
Platt received the same number of votes in 
joint convention which the two Houses had 
given them respectively the day before,— 
Conkling 85 and Platt 29. Not the smallest 
indication appears any where that they can add 
to their present strength, which represents 
less than one-third the Repnblican votes in 
the Legislature. How long the Conkling men 
will adhere to him in spite of the hopeles- 
ness of his candidacy cannot, of course, be 
foretold. If they are as subservient to Conk- 
ling as he believes them to be, the struggle 
may be dragged out for many days. Beaten 
and humiliated as he is, it will be necessary 
to force him from the field, Ex-President 
Hayes is probably right when he says that 
Conkling has become so infused with his 
own importance that it has grown into a 
monomania.“ It might be added that he is 
also so indifferent to the welfare of the Re- 
publican party or the interests of his State 
as never to give up the struggle of his 
own volition. The opposition to Conkling and 
Platt was distributed among various candi- 
dates as on the preceding day. Messrs. Wheel- 
erand Depew came more to the front,—the 
former received 22 votes for the Conkling 
term, and the latter 25 votes for the Piatt 
term. Gov. Cornell received 11 votes for 
one term and 12 votes for the other. It is: 
significant, however, that Cornell has not 
written the promised letter declining to per- 
mit the use of his name, and it is stated that 
he will not write any such letter. There 
will be a better indication of the final result 
when the opposition to the two ex-Senators 
shall begin to plump their votes for not 
more than two or three candidates. This 
will not be done probably until after it shall 
be ascertained where the Conkling line is apt 
to weaken, and to whom the men who shall 
break away will prefer to go.

CONKLING’S PAST SERVICES. 

Now that the defeat of ex-Senator Conk- 
ling for reélection seems to be assured and 
his permanent retirement from public life 
thereby foreshadowed, itis pertinent to in- 
quire how much loss the country must sus- 
tain by reason of his disappearance.

Put down this prophecy, and remember it: 
If Conkling is Deaten, the Republican party will 
have won its last victory in the State or Nation. 
He has won every Republican victory in this 
State for fifteen years. He made two 
Presidents, single-handed and alone. 


If the above estimate of Conkling’s polit- 
ical power were correct, his enforced retire- 
ment from leadership and the consequent re- 
sentment of his friends would certainly fore- 
bode mischief to the Republican party. But 
the claim which is made tor him is ridieu- 
lously exaggerated. It is preposterous to say 
that he made the last two Presidents, single- 
handed and alone.“ It is notorious that he 
did not raise his voice in behalf of Hayes 
during the campaign of 1876. He caused it 
to be made known that he was indifferent to 
the success of the Republican ticket that 
year, and he secretly favored the election of 
Tilden. His apathy and that of his friends 
constituted one of the reasons for the loss of 
New York, and when the validity of Hayes’ 
title to the office was in dispute he actually 
contemplated going over to the Democrats 
and making a speech in favor of Tilden’s ac- 
cession to the Presidential chair. In the Gar- 
field campaign, he held off as long as he 
dared before taking an active part. He found 


„that the elements he was in the habit of con- 


trolling had already become vitally enlisted 
in the success of the Republican ticket, and 
his position as Boss would have been im- 
periled by sulking any longer. Fortunately 
Grant went into the field about the same 
time, and the influence which the latter ad- 
mittedly exercised was immediately claimed 
by Conkling. Nor is it true that Conkling 
** has won every Republican victory in New 
York State for fifteen years.” He did not 
win the victory which elected Cornell Gov- 
ernor. It was the Tammany bolt and the 
candidacy of John Kelly which elected Cor- 
nell. If it had not been for the split in the 
Demoeratie party, the 20,000 Republican 
seratchers whom Conkling had alienated 
from the party would have defeated the Re- 
publican ticket. Conkling’s political power 
has been for evil and not for good, and, since 
he has been in the habit of exercising that 
power selfishly and unscrupulously, his loss 
thereof will be the party’s gain. 

2. Conkling’s services to his State have been 
of much the same character as his services 
to his party. He organized and maintained 
a personal machine,“ with headquarters in 
the Democratic City of New York, which 
was not only a disgrace to the State, but rode 
over and crushed all the able and influential 
Republicans who refused to bow in obedience 
to Lord Roscoe. It was not to the interest 
of New York State to have its politics con- 
trolled by such a machine, nor to the inter- 
ests ot New York City to have the Custom- 
House run by a clique that was incapable 
when not dishonest, and dishonest when not 
incapable. It was not in Mr. Conkling’s 
power to be serviceable to his State in his 
capacity as United States Senator. He was 
too quarrelsome and made too many enemies, 
The New York Tribune recalls as follows 
some of the principal feuds Conkling has had 
With the eminent mea of his day: 

fr. Conklir did not 
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with Mr. Blaine only to rema n 

rowful shade of Mr. Conkling’s displeasure the 
Secretary of State bas abundant and distin- 
guished compuny. 

Mr. Conkling’s conception of the duties and 
responsibilities of a leader was confined to 
the distribution of patronage. He was an 
office-broker. His services to his State began 
and ended there. But when he succeeded in 
controlling the allotment of the Government 
offices within his State, his selections were 
bad; when he failed to exercise all control 
owing to the license he gave to his ungovern- 
able temper and the numerous enmities he 
made, he deprived his State of representation 
in the United States Senate and announced 
that the succession must rest between him- 
self and a Democrat. The State of New York 
ean well afford to spare such services as 
Conkling rendered. 

8. Mr. Conkling’s usefulness to the Nation 
is still more difficult of discovery than his 
services to his party or his State. Therecord 
of his long Congressional career fails to re- 
veal any useful measure which originated 
with him. His name is not associated with 
any great or statesmanlike achievement. 
His presence was never felt except in 
a partisan debate. During the long and im- 
portant controversy last winter over the Re- 
funding bill, and when the Senate was so even- 
ly divided that the voice of one influential 
member might have prevailed to secure a 
great financial triumph, Conkling was not in 
his seat,—not even present in Washington. 
He was in New York selling offices short“ 
which he subsequently could not deliver. 
He never led nor assisted any reform move- 
ment. He scoffed at proposed improvements 
in the Civil Service. He was a cipher in the 
formation of all financial legislation. Though 
there has been an effort to base his campaign 
for reélection upon a fanciful opposition to 
corporation monopolies, there is no record of 
one word heever uttered in favor of the anti- 
monopoly legislation which has been vainly 
urged in Congress for several years. On the 
contrary, his frequent trips to New York 
served to swell his pockets with retainers 
which corporations paid him, more for his 
Senatorial influence probably than his legal 
services. Senator Bayard, during the recent 
campaign, charged that Conkling accepted 
the fees of the Custom-House thieves in the 
Joyce cases, and Mr. Conkling never tried to 
force Bayard to retract or make good his 
charges. In his National relations, Conkling’s 
influence has been demoralizing for years. 
His purpose has been to rule the National 
Administration or to ruin it. He has been a 
mere gambler in appointments. His attitude 
has been that of a political marplot. He has 
had nothing to contribute te the welfare, 
progress, or improvement of the country, but 
has either been indifferent to the great ques- 
tions as they currently came up or has 
blocked the way to their proper settlement. 

If Conkling has been useful neither to his 
party, his State, nor the Nation, then his loss 
will not be felt. Our form of government 
has the peculiar faculty of developing great 
men. There is no danger but Conkling’s lat- 
ent quality of statesmanship, if he had any, 
will be supplied by another, and turned toa 
higher purpose than he would have given it. 
His absence from public life will not be 
noticed a few months after he shal! disappear 
from the surface, or remembered, if at all, 
only by the many he has offended. Probably 
no public man ever reached so high a station 
in our Governn.ent, save possibly Aaron 
Burr, who guit public life with so much hu- 
miliation as Conkling has brought upon him- 
self, 


IT IS NOT PATRONAGE. 

Says an anti-Administration organ: It 
will be singular, indeed, if, with the Admin- 
istration, the combined railroad influence, 
and Robertson’s 1,300 appointments in the 
New York Custom-House, Roscoe Conkling 
shall not be defeated.” President Garfield 
has declared with emphasis that his Admin- 
istration is not a party to the pending Sena- 
torial contest in New York. There is no 
evidence that the combined railroad influ- 
ence” or any railroad influence is being used 
against Mr. Conkling. Nor is there any ap- 
parent reason why corporate influence of 
any kind should be exerted against the ex- 
Senator, for itis not known that Mr. Conk- 
ling ever lifted his finger or his voice in 
opposition to corporate monopolies. Equally 
absurd is the pretense that Mr. Robertson’s 
‘* thirteen hundred appointments in the New 
York Custom-House” constitute a factor in 
the struggle. President Garfield has repeat- 
edly declared that the patronage of the Cus- 
tom-House shall not be turned against Mr. 
Conkling. Besides, Mr. Conkling insists not 
only that he has never relied upon patronage, 
but that he has never had any patronage to 
speak of at his disposal. It is only a few 
weeks ago that he repelled with scorn the 
insinuation that his epposition to the con- 
firmation of Robertson grew out of a 
desire to control the distribution of 
offices... “Only once in ‘eight years 
have I asked the President to make 
an appointment,” explained the then 
senior New York Senator, “ and that was in 
the case of a poor man who had saved the 
lite of adrowning woman.” It is plain that 
Mr. Conkling desires to be understood as 
denying emphatically that he rests under any 
obligations whatever to the power of patron- 
age; and this dental is equivalent to the as- 
sertion that he trusts now, as always, to the 
people. In fact, both sides have appealed to 
the people, and the people have responded 
very generally in the form of petitions and 
remonstrances. Mr. Conkling’s friends in 
one case sent in a petition “ twenty-two feet 
long”; so it was reported, and his oppo- 
nents sent in a remonstrance seventy-two 
feet long. These papers appear fairly to 
represent the relative strength of the oppos- 
ing parties, so far as the public sentiment of 
New York is concerned; and the first vote 
of the Legislature seemed very faithfully to 
reflect this public sentiment. The fact is, 
that the “patronage” of the United States 
in the State of New York is not very un- 
evenly divided between the contending fac- 
tions. Mr. Hayes took away very little of 
the patronage wielded by the Conkling fac- 
tion, and President Garfield has taken only 
the Custom-House of New York City. All 
the late appointments and reappointments, 
with one or two exceptions, were made in 
the interest of the Conkling faction. And 
the State patronage is wielded in the same 
interest. Mr. Duteher, at the head of the 
canals, is a henchman of Mr. Conkling, and is 
a prominent figure in the lobby. Gov. Cor- 
nell, although doubtless urged strongly to 
become an active candidate for his old 
friend’s place, declines, and, of course, uses 
his patronage in the interest of Mr. Conk- 
ling. The patronage feature of the contest 
is even. Dear organ, lay not that flatter- 
ing unction to your soul,” that not Conkling’s 
fatal blunder but “the Administration,” the 

Oustom- House appointments,” and “ the mo- 
nopolies,” are turning the seale against your 
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bers of the New’ York Legislature are pro- 
ceeding to the election of Senators without 
the prellminary formality of a caucus. 
There are two methods of calling a caucus 
of the Republican members of the Legis- 
lature of New York, The first is by agree- 
ment ot committees of the Senate and the 
House; the second by the call of a majority 
of the Republicans of both Houses. In the 
case at bar,” as the lawyers say, the Com- 
mittees could not agree. Naturally the sec- 
ond method was tried by those who de- 
sired a caucus. But they failed to get 
a majority to sign the call. It 
was clear, then, of course, that a 
majority of the Republican members of the 
Legislature were opposed to the holding of 
a caucus! Those who still insist upon a 
caucus put themselves in the position of de- 
manding that a caucus shall be heid against 
the will of the majority! Of course with 
this class a caucus is a sovereign remedy for 
every party disease, a sort of quack medi- 
cine to be taken (reversing the old rule) 
before shaken, and to be taken in the present 
instance by the majority at the dictation of 
the minority. It is noticeable, however, 
that a caucus is no longer demanded 
by the Conklingites at Albany. The 
business of insisting upon a caucus is 
left solely to the non-resident members of 
the Conkling party. Doubtless the weak- 
minded individuals out West,” who 
are shouting ‘‘Caucus!”’ “ Caucus!” believe 
that in some occult way the ex-Senator would 
be able to coerce a caucus. But they are 
mistaken. ‘The Republican legislators of 
New York have heard from their constit- 
uents, and their desire to win approval at 
home fs greater than their fear of the dis- 
pleasure of the late Boss. 


FAILURE OF ROACH’S LINE TO BRAZIL. 

Some years ago, when the Emperor of 
Brazil was in this country, Mr. John Roach 
agreed to build a line of steamers to run be- 
tween New York and Brazil, he expecting to 
obtain a subsidy from Brazil and also one 
from the United States. The steamers were 
put on the line, and, together, they have 
made thirty-seven round trips, and they have 
now been withdrawn. The Brazilian sub- 
sidy was not paid for eighteen months after 
the line was established, and when it was 
paid, it was in Brazillian money; and at the 
end of three years the Brazilian Government 
made a new contract with a Canadian line. 
The experiment, if Mr. Roach’s statements 
be true, has been not only a failure, buta 
costly one. He claims that he reduced the 
cost of freight on coffee, whereby a half- 
million of dollars was saved to this country, 
but still the earnings of the line did not pay 
the interest on the capital invested, and he 
was forced to withdraw his steamers. He 
complains bitterly of Congress, which during 
four years persistently and unpatriotically 
refused to give him a contract for carrying the 
mails (7,000 miles) to Rio and back, ata rate per 
mile which would have made the cost of a 
letter somewhat more than $1,000 each way. 
During the last year he says his steamers 
carried the mails 140,000 miles for a compen- 
sation of $1,875. The ocean postage is 2 cents 
for each letter of half an ounce. Mr. Roach’s 
steamers, therefore, carried mails aggregat- 
ing an equivalent of 9,750 single letters. As 
the compensation demanded by Mr. Roach 
for this mail service was at least $150,000 a 
year, the compensation per letter would have 
exceeded $1,500 for half-ounce letters. No 
wonder Mr. Roach feels indignant that Con- 
gress was so unpatriotic and unjust as to re- 
fuse him such a compensation, when, under 
Brady and Dorsey, the Government was pay- 
ing even a greater rate for carrying letters 
and empty pouches out in Colorado, Nevada, 
Oregon, and Texas! Mr. Roach, like all sub- 
sidists, puts his claim on the ground that he 
is extending our commerce. In his plaint 
over the failure of his Brazilian steamship 


line he says: * 

Brazil is properly our market. We were (in 
1876) buying over $50,000,000 worth of coffee, 
rubber, dyewoods, and other articles from her 
every year, and were selling only about $7,000,- 
000 worth of our yoy © aying the balance in 

old, with which she ught manufactures in 

zngland. France, and Germany. While we were 
trusting to the schooner, Engiand had weekly 
steamers to Brazil, receiving a amy my 4 trom 
both Governments. There was als oglish 
line of slow freight steamers eng in triangu- 
lar trade from Rio to New York, thence to 
Liverpool and Rio again, but mo return steamer 
from this country. The ships were English, the 
crew was English, pay day came in Engiand. 
The freight paid by ali three nations went to 
English pockets. 

Have obtained the contract, and ousted the 
British, and got his steamers running, he 
gives some of his experience: 

An English line was put on to cut rates below 
a living grade. They were cut so low that our 
shi ps carried coffee for $5 and $6 a ton, or so low 
that coffee was carried 1,000 miles tor $l a ton. 
The English company could stand this, if they 
could kill off the American line. I had to run at 
a heavy loss. The more our Congress acted in 
opposition, the more the English company cut 
rates. The combined opposition left me little 
chance. Yet I could not give up hope. I was 
introducing the surpius products of the farmers 
of the West and our surplus manufactures to 
- ~ and there was a steady growing 

emand. 


In this statement are two propositions: 
first, that Brazil is naturally our market, 
and, secondly, that Mr. Roach wanted to 
supply Brazil with American manufactures. 
But running an American steamer to Brazil 
did not have the effect of creating a market 
for American goods. The English steamers 
running in connection with European lines 
did the bulk of the carrying trade. The 
Americans buy $50,000,000 of coffee from 
Brazil. every year, furnish in exchange a 
small quantity of breadstuffs and provisions, 
and pay for the rest in bills of exchange on 
London, where the money is exchanged for 
dry goods, hardware, silks, and all the other 
commodities of European manufacture. Mr. 
Roach’s steamships had to struggleto get 
even the business of bringing coffee to the 
United States; the English steamers, always 
having full cargoes out to Brazil, were able 
to bring coffee back to this country at nomi- 
nal charge. The English trade and profit 
was in the transportation of European man- 
ufactures to Brazil. The Brazilians, despite 
the fact that Mr. Roach’s steamers were run- 
ning regularly, continued to ship the gold 
they got from this country for coffee to En- 
gland for dry goods, and why? 

The answer to that question is written in 
the statistics of our foreign trade with all 
the rest of the world. Our manufactures 
are produced, as rare plants are produced in 
a hot-house, at a cost which forbids their ex- 
portation. It has been but a few weeks 
since a discovery of a blunder in our tariff 
reduced the duty on “knit and woven 
hosiery’ from 80 to 3 per cent; and this 
discovery threatened the complete annihila- 
tion of one of the greatest, if not the great- 
est, industries of the State of New Hamp- 
shire. It was evident that this hosiery could 
not be produced and sold in the United States 
at even 35 per cent greater price tliau it could 
be imported for. We use the hosiery as an 
illustration of all other textile goods of the 
same general character, and the same is true 
of all manufactures of iron, and steel, and 
leather, and silk goods. None of these 
goods can be produced and sold in 
the United States except at a loss, 
unless protected by a law which enables 
the manufacturer to demand from 40 to 80 
per cent more than the same goods can be 
placed in Brazil by the manufacturers of 
other countries. The reason, therefore, why 
the merchants of Brazil continued to send 
the gold they received from tho Americans 
for coffee to England for textile and other 
manufactures was a very plain one. For 
every $1,000 expended in England for dry 
| goods they would have to pay $1,800 in New | 
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York or Boston. Mr. Roach’s steamers 
were models of architecture, but they offered 
no inducements to Brazilians to purchase 
American goods at an average of 50 per cent 
greater cost than they could be had else- 
where. The result was that the foreign trade 
of Brazil, except in the matter of coffee and 
a few other articles, was not diverted to the 
United States. 

So must be the case with all these other 
lines of steamers whicli it is proposed to sub- 
sidize under the pretense of building up 
foreign trade. We have no difficulty in buy- 
ing all we need of foreign merchandise, but 
to establish a trade we must also have some- 
thing to sell. Our agricultural products are 
certain to find a market: they are necessities. 
Te sell our manufactures we must be able 
to sell them in competition with those of 
other nations. We cannot expect other 
nations to pay us any more for our manu- 
factures than other countries can furnish 
them for. To secure a trade with Mexico 
we must be able to sell to Mexico as cheap or 
cheaper than she can buy elsewhere. Estab- 
lishing lines of steamers will not make a 
market for dear goods. That nation which 
can sell cotton cloth at half a cent a square 
yard cheaper than any other will eventually 
command the cotton-goeds markets of the 
world. When we can sell in successful com- 
petition with all rivals then we will have need 
of the transportation which will be furnished 
to meet that want. 

Brazil has made a contract with Canada for 
a line of steamers between Rio and Montreal, 
and both Canada and Brazil expect that Can- 
ada will furnish Brazil with British manu- 
factures cheaper than they can be obtained 
from London. This was evidently an impos- 
sibility between Brazil and the United States, 
80 Brazil discontinued her contract with the 
Roach line, and the steamers of that line are 
now idle. The age of subsidy has passed, 
and it is to be hoped has passed forever; but 
the great obstacle to a resumption of foreign 
trade, to the exportation of American manu- 
factures, remains yet upon the statute-book 
in the form of our monstrous protective 


tariff. 
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THE WINNER OF THE DERBY. 

An American horse has come to the front 
againin England, and has won their most 
famous of all races, the Darby.“ As itis 
in order to rejoice over human triumphs of 
Americans vs. Englishmen, it is none the 
less in order to rejoice over the equine. We 
have little doubt that any American animal 
can beat an English animal, but in this case 
it is unusual cause for congratulation that it 
is an American horse, noblest of all animals, 
that has shown his heels to the whole En- 
glish pack, and that Iroquois, while he Is not 
the first horse that has won a race in En- 
land, is the first horse that has won the 
Derby, and the first to really settle the vexed 
question of the superiority of the American 
over the English thoroughbred. 

The sporting columns of the last issue of 
Tux SUNDAY TRIBUNE contained a summary 
of the records of American horses in En- 
gland, which will be an interesting reference 
to our readers in connection with their latest 
victory. As will be seen by that record, the 
stable which Mr. Sanford sent over several 
years ago did little except to make a credita- 
ble exhibition, but did not alarm the En- 
glishmen as to the superiority of their horses. 
In 1878 Mr. Lorillard sent over a detachment 
of his horses, with Parole at their head, 
which changed the views of Englishmen. 
They began to suspect, after Parole had won 
a series of handicaps, that something good 
might eome out of America in the way of a 
horse, Last season the Americans were un- 
fortunate. Parole was handicapped so heavily 
that nothing could be done with him, and he 
was sent home. Mr. Lorillard’s Mistake and 
Sly Dance made a good exhibition, and Wal- 
lenstein proved unrellable for steady work. 
Mr. Keene’s stable was afflicted with a ma- 
lignant epidemic, but towards the close of 
the season his Foxhall and Don Fulano did 
some very creditable work. 

This season, however, the Yankees,” as 
Englishmen term all our horses, have been 
doing so well that the other contestants for 
the Derby have been alarmed at the outlook, 
and two of them, Iroquois and Don Fulano, 
the former the property of Mr. Lorillard 
and the latter of Mr. Keené, Who 
came in second and third to Peregrine for 
the Two Thousand Guineas, came to the front 
at once among all horses in England of their 
age, though the expectations of the Lorillard 
party attached rather to Barrett and Passaic, 
who were beaten at the start by a bad 
send-off, rather than to Iroquois, the 
ultimate -vietor in the Derby. The 
race came off on Wednesday, and the de- 
tails are given in our dispatches. Iroquois 
won the race by half a length, with the Duke 
of Westminster’s Peregrine second, and two 
lengths ahead of Lord Rosebery’s Town 
Moor, third. At the distance-pole, Peregrine 
looked like winning at a canter, but Iroquois 
made a dash, and came in amid tremendous 
enthusiasm, his rider claiming that if it had 
been necessary he could Have won the race 
by three lengths. Thousands upon thou- 
sands of Englishmen and the most of the 
Royal family joined in the applause that 
greeted the brave brown colt, who was in 
the best of spirits, likewise his rider. It is 
neediess to say that Mr. Lorillard is also in 
the best of spirits, as well he may be, having 
won, it is said, two millions on the race. 
The American people will join him in his 
jubilation, and help celebrate the great vic- 
tory of the first American winner of the 
Derby, which no longer leaves any doubt as 


between American and English thorough- 
breds. 
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DIE MEININGER. 

The wonderful success which the com- 
pany of the Court Theatre at Saxe-Meiningen 
have made in London in the Shakspearean 
play of Julius Cesar,” as reported by tele 
graph in our last issue, ought to call the at- 
tention of our own theatre managers to the 
necessity of having little things done well, 
for that is the secret of the success of Dio 
Meininger,” as they have come to be 
cailed, owing to their collective excel- 
lenee. The London Saturday Revietv, an- 
nouncing their intended visit to Drury 
Lane, contains somo interesting details 
of the peculiarities which distinguish 
them. When the present Grand Duke sue- 
ceeded his father in 1866 the company at the 
Hof Theatre was an average one, perform- 
ing both opera and drama on alternate even- 
ings. Actuated by the desire to have one 
thing done well rather than two things lin- 
differently, he eliminated opera and devoted 
his energies to the improvement of the 
drama. He found that, while the light pieces 
were well done, the classical masterpieces 
of Germany and the Shakspearean plays were 
slovenly performed. He found that, while 
one or two parts were given to actors of 
talent, the rest were neglected; that the 
scenery was often inappropriate, and the cos- 
tumes lacked historical accuracy. To rectify 
the scenery, costumes, and properties was an 
easy matter, as it was only an affair of good 
taste and money. Then he commenced upon 
the actors, and how he worked is thus told

Iw the Swiss Congress Col. E. Frey, mem- 
ber from the Canton of Basel, submitted a mo- 
tion to request the Federal Council to enter into 
consultation with the principal industrial na- 
tions of the world for the purpose of considering 
the expediency of adopting international laws 
regulating the manner of running factories. In 
his speech on the subject the Colonel referred to 
the fact that of late years so much progress had 
been made in international legislation concern- 
ing all commercial and industrial matters 
that good results might be obtained by 
similar legislation for the reguiation of 
factory production. In his opinion the 
main trouble would arise from fixing the 
number of hours which should constitute a 
day’s labor. A fixed and limited number of 
working hours per day were of the greatest im- 
portance to the health as well as to the capa- 
bility of a nation’s military defense. Unlimited 
industry would weaken with astonishing rapid- 
ity the vital power of a people. Other nations 
could not be blind to this fact. Limited and 
fixed factory hours would also prove beneficial 
to the public morals, because too many hours ot 
factory work prevented the education of 
the children of laboring families, which 
must result in an increase in crimes com- 
mitted and in the number of persons 
sent to penal institutions. Fixed factory hours 
were the only barrier against overproduction, 
which must be regarded as the chief cause of all 
the business troubles of the present day. The 
fabulous developmentin the eonstruction of 
machinery had vastly increased the power of 
production.

A MILITARY ESCORT. 
Special Cable. 
Citoxmet, June 2—Great excitement 
still prevalls in the town. At half-past 5 
o’clock last evening representatives of the 
Emergency Committee and Property Defense 
Association were conveyed under a 
strong escort of military and police 
to the military barracks, where 
they were hospitably entertained 
by the officers ot the Forty-seventh and 
Highteenth Royal Irish. At half-past 9 
the hussars left Fethard, but, immediately 
after leaving the barracks, were as- 
sailed by a terrible volley of stones 
and missiles, and one man was unhorsed 
and dangerously wounded. They were 
obliged to retreat to the barracks. At a 
quarter to 10 Mr. Dudgeon and other repre- 
sentatives of the Emergency Committee, as 
well as Mr. Goddard Smith, left for the rail- 
way stanon, escorted by eighty men of 
the Forty-eighth under Capt. Cartwright, 
and 300 Constabulary under Mr. Hamilton, 
the entiię force being under the command of 
Col. Carew. The Hussars had left by the 
front gate, around which 
AN ENORMOUS MOB WAS ASSEMBLED, 
So Col. Carew’s party, leaving by a different 
gate, were enabled to reach the railway sta- 
tion without any disturbance. The men of 
the Forty-eighth were drawn up six deep, 
and the representatives of the Emergency 
Committee and Property Defense As- 
sociation were placed in single file 
in the middle of the soldiers, having three

At the rail- 
way station the police were placed so as to 
prevent any possibility of stone-throwing, 
thirty men being placed on the railway 
bridge and twenty in the field opposit the 
station.

A 
scene of frightful confusion followed. 
The charge of the cavalry down the ‘short 
street was so impetuous that several 
horses and riders dashed through the shop- 
windows at the end of the street. The air 
was filled with stones and bricks, and fright- 
ened shopkeepers who were endeavoring to 
put up shutters were hurled to the ground 
and ridden over. Several hussars were un- 
horsed by the crowd and trampled on by the 
horses of their comrades coming behind 
them. The charges through the streets last- 
ed fully a half-hour. A portion of the crowd 
ned. while others, undismayed, faced the 
Charging horsemen, and battered in their 
helmets with stones.

THE VICTORIA mbnnon. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
LONvDoN, Ont., June 1.—The Coroner’s in- 
vestigation into the Victoria disaster was re- 
sumed this afternoon at the City-Hall, and 
continued till 11 o’clock to-night. Mr. George 
Parish, the Company’s Superintendent, sat 
all through the hearing, a deeply interested 
listener. Some very important evidence was 

given, a summary of which is given below: 
Mr. Meneilly, the Government Inspector, 
was the first witness. Hesaid he examined 
aud passed the boat on the 22d of May, 1880, 
and that since then she had not’ been ex- 
amined. She hadagood engine and ma- 


chinery, and an engineer, who was 
one of the best of his class, first 
assistant. The witness disclaimed any re- 


sponsibility for the character of the hull, and 
could not answer definitly as to the quality 
of her timber. Mr. Meneilly has been sail- 
ing for twenty-five years as an engineer and 


the duties of a Captain. Concerning the 
question of leaving the dock when the boat 
was overcrowded, he said the Captain should 
not leave certainly, but after leaving it was 
best to keep right on. The Captain would 
have only to use his judgment. To a juror 
he said he thought it was better in this 
case to have*gone on than to stop in the mid- 
dle of the stream, because if he should run 
his boat on a steep, sloping bank it would 
certainly upset. Mr. Meneilly examined the 
boat to-day, and said he found the calking 
of the boat good under the hard strip. He 
was pretty positive on that point. 

The next witness was Joseph Andrews, 
the pioneer steamboatman on the river. He 
started in 1878 a little steamer called the 
Enterprise, but in October, 1879, sold her, and 
her hull formed a part of the Victoria. 
In fact, the Victoria was simply an exten- 
sion of the Enterprise. The Enterprise was 
built of pine plank on oak timbers. She was 
fifty-six feet in length and twenty feet beam. 
The Victoria was eighty-four feet long and 
thirty-two feet beam. Whe. witness never 
considered his boat dangerous. The largest 
number of people he ever carried was 250, 
She was composed of two boats joined to- 
gether in the water, and could not overturn. 
She was converted into one boat by the new 
owner, and that advantage was lost. 

The most important testimony was given 
William F. Adams, a carpenter who was em- 
ployed in the reconstruction of the boat. It 
appears that while lying up in the winter 
time the Enterprise had been partly burned, 
and where the timbers had been scarred they 
had to put on a new bottom. She had six 
slender keelsons made of planks bolted to- 
gether, one above the other. There were 
knees also of oak running perpendicular. 
The witness believed the hull was well built. 
The planking was of pine up to the bow, and 
around the bow were some elm, oak, and 
hickory. The hull was extended at the bow. 
Witness drew the attention of Capt. Rogers, 
the master builder, to the fact that the upper 


peaking under the guard was not calked, 
tle sald it was no matter, and did not have it 
done. He said it would never be under 
water. ‘That part of the planking could not 
be seen unless by looking underneath. The 
witness continued: “After the boat was 
launched I felt very suspicious of her, and 
went down and took ay rule to measure 
how far these uncalked joints were 
out of the water when the boat had 
a good solid crowd on.

When aftor the 
accident I was told the deck had been under 
water I concluded that the hold must have been 
vite full from leakage. I went down the next 
day to examine that part of the bull 
which was lying in the fiver, but 
could not. On Sunday last I went down again, 
and then I found one of these joints an eighth 
of an inch open, and another one so open 

could drive a täble-kulfe clear through. | saw 
that the joints were Per square, and had 
never been touched by acalking-iron. I have 
not the least doubt but that the rest of the 
seams were in the same state.

The Committee on Legislation, through its 
Chairman, Chanceller Judd, reported that they 
had considered the suggestions of Bishop Me- 
Laren relative to the —— system, and of- 
fered the following resolutions, which the Con- 
vention adopted seriatim:

GEN. GRANT’S JEWELRY. 

Sr. Louis, June 1.—-John F. Fitzpatrick 
and E. T. King, the supposed robbers of 
Gen. Grant’s baggage, were brought here 
this morning by Detectives Byars and Stew- 
art. King was arrested last night at Sedalia. 
He was a brakeman instead of bag- 
gageman, and says he obtained the 
medals and badges from a colored 
porter on the sleeping-car of the special train 
that took Gen. Grant from here, and he gave 
him $28 for them. This story is not believed 
by the detectives. Fitzpatrick says he knows 
nothing about the robbery; he had nothing 
todo with it,and when he first saw the 
badges in the possession of King he advised 
him to either send them to Gen. Grant or to 
notify that gentleman that he (King) had 
them, and state how they could be recovered. 
It is very difficult to get a connected and 
coherent account of this affair. According 
to the statement of W. H. Byars, detective of 
the Iron Mountain Railroad, King was a 
brakemanon the rear end of the train to 
which the special car containing the Grant 
party was attached, and had access to the 
special. Fitzpatrick was not on the train at all. 
Byars thinks King robbed Grant’s baggage 
at night when the party was asleep, and 
when he met Fitzpatrick, who is an old 
friend and school-fellow, they went ona 
spree togther, and while drunk King pro- 
duced the decorations and hung them on his 
own and Fitzpatrick’s clothes. He doesn’t 
think Fitzpatrick had anything to do 
with the robbery. Fitzpatrick was 
lound at work in the Adams Express 
office at Kansas City, and from him it 
was learned that King was going down as an 
express messenger from Sedalia, Mo., to 
Denison, Tex., on the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas Railway. Byars and Stewart at once 
started for Sedalia, taking Fitzpatrick along, 
and found King at Adams’ Express office. 


He offered no objections, simply ask- 
ing the privilege of getting his valise. 
King declines to say anything fur 


‘ther than that he bought the 27 
from the porter of the sieeping-car giving 
him $20 for them: that he intended te keep 
them until Grunt returned from Mexico, and 
then get the reward.

PETTY LARCENY. 


A Prominent Business Man Caught 
Stealing in a Toy Store. 
A poor woman upon whose efforts depends the 
support of a half-score of small children, and 
perhaps a drunken husband, stealsa loaf ov 
bread—that’s larceny.“ A prominent man, 
surrounded by all the luxuries that wealth can 
buy and all the pleasant associations that social 
distinction can confer, steals afew fancy arti- 
cles for the toilet—that’s “ kleptomania."" The 
woman pleads her poverty and the distress of 
children, and shows her worn and bony flugers 
in proof of the stern industry and frugal- 
ity of her lite. But the Justice 
before whom she is arraigned bus 
heard so often the old, old story of starvation 
and manifold misery that his heart has become 
hardened, and without so much as a passing 
sigb he commits ber with ber scaiding tears and 
wringing hands to the House of Correction, there 
to work out the full atonement of the inju 
done the baker from whom she stole the loaf. 
‘The prominent man makes a practice of helping 
himself generously to whatsoever pleases his 
fancy in the establishment of another, and the 
matter is hushed up so carefully that even the 
pilferer himself is not aware that the ones whom 
he has robbed are informed of his mis- 
deeds. Kleptomania has an advantage 
over tarceny. It is much more fashionable and 
utter to use the word “ kieptomaniac” than 
that vulgar and altogether reprehensible term 
* thief.’’s The fashionable shop-lifter, in case of 
discovery, has money to buy his freedom, and 
friends to quiet the wagging tongues of scandal- 
loving people who do not believe in the con- 
ferrmg of distinctions in points of law and 
justice. And should a rumor become circulated 
to the effect that Mr. — was caught in the act 
of appropriating unto himself property which 
he does not intend to pay for, and which he 
thinks will not be missed, the charitable people 
ot the community debate with thom- 
selves and finally conclude that a great 
abundance of the “eccentricity of genius.“ or 
an astonishing degree of iong-drawn-out 
* absent-mindedness,” is responsible for what 
ordinarily is called theft. Yet such things can- 
notalways be hidden from view, as the ex- 
posure of a certain man, if it were made, would 
amply prove. It is enough to say. that a busi- 
ness man of this city,—a man whose term of 
life’ has not yet become long enough to justify a 
supposition that he is in his dotage, nor yet is so 
short that he is not responsibie for his acts,—has 
been detected in the petty meanness of shop- 
lifting. He is a man upwards of 50 years of 
age, sound of mind, prosperous in business, 
and his name is familiar in every cultured 
house in the city. He is wealthy and respected 
—a man of family and exalted social standing.

RicHMonpD, Va., June 1.—Delegates to the 
anti-Bourbon Convention have been pouring 
in all day, and about 400 are here to-night, 
among whom candidates are conducting a 
vigorous canvass. The best of feeling 
prevails fhus far, but the struggle is 
becoming exceedingly lively, and may 
lead to unpleasant complications unless one 
of the candidates should receive the nomina- 
tion on an early baliot. Cameron is ahead of 
either of his competitors, but there is consider- 
able opposition to him among Republican 
members. The anti-Bourbon party, and the 
Republicans who, while not members of that 
organization, sympathize with its purposes, 
will defeat Cameron in spite of the fact that 
his friends favorthe nomination of ex-Senator 
Lewis, Republican, for Lieutenant-Governor. 
The anti-Bourbon leaders all recognize the 
fact that, unless the Republican voters cor- 
dially support the ticket, it will be defeated. 
They manifest considerable elation to-night 
over the intelligence, which they profess to 
have received from Washington, that if they 
make a strong, liberal platform, and nomi- 
nate acceptable candidates the Administration 
will recommend the Kepublicans to support 
them. The platform has been virtually agreed 
upon. it will declare in favor of the readjust- 
mont of the debt on the basis of the Riddle- 
berger bill. the maintenanee and enlargement 
of the free-school system, the refstablishment 
and preservation of free suffrage, purity of the 
ballot- box, equal and impartial execution of 
the laws, and the economical administration of 
the Government. So far as the debt question 
ig concerned there is no probability that the 
Bourbons will oer creditors aay better terms 
than the anti-Bourbons do. Every prospect is 
that the. Bourvons will endeavor to revive race 
prejudice and fight the battle on the color line. 
for this the anti- Bour ons are fully prepared. 
There are no defections from their ranks 
on account of Mauone's course in the 
Senate. Some Republican officehoiders here 
sharply criticise the Kepublican Senators for 
their alliance with Mabone, and characterize it 
asa wicked blunder. It is declared by anti- 
Bourbons that these men mostly belong to the 
bread-and-butter brigade, and form only a 
weak, insigniticant, and uninfiuential faction of 
the Republican party in Virgima. The lour- 
bous are very contident and determined and will 

xu into the canvass to win. 

Jo the Western Associated Presa, 
Wasurnotonr, D. C., June L—The Keadjuster 
State Convention, which meets at RKichmond, 
Va., to-morrow, promises to be of unusual in- 
terest, ou account of the compiliceations growing 
out ot the receat special session of the Senate. 
A reporter of the Western Associated Press has 
bad interviews with the leading mea of all par- 
ties in Virginia, the poiuts of which are set 
forth in the following brief statement. A leader 
of the Conservative Kepublicans said: 

“The Readjuster canvass iu 1881 is a repeti- 
tion of the lndependent- Vewmocratic-Republican 
movement oi 1500. Then Mahove and Lewis 
formed a combination, the former controlling 
the Gubernatorial office and the latter the Sena- 
turship. The movement was purely selfish, huv- 
ing no principie involved, and the result did not 
advance Republicanism. So with the move- 
ment this year. The same men are iu it. Ma- 
hove aud Lewis are the leaders. Mabone sought 
to put himself at the head of the Demo- 
cratic party in this State, and when he 
failed in that be turned toward the colored Re- 
publicans.

Tois would be his ee 
card, Then, if he were to have control of Fed- 
eral patronage, he might succeed.” 
To the quesdon by the reporter if the gentle- 
man thought the Administration was committed 
to Mahone, he replied: * No, I think not, but the 
basket of tlowers which Gov. Fuster sent to 
Mahone in a moment of gush as from 
White House has been embarrassing to the 
Virginia Republicans. If the Administration 
were togo that way it would bury our party 
here.

He 
said this is purely a local movement, and we 
shail not stop to consider ite effects on Na- 
tional politics. We want the debt brought 
down to a basis more just than at 
present. The debt as it stands repre- 
sents not only the principal and interest 
but the interest on interest compounded.

Why, how does the case 
stand? The Bourbon Democrats have had con- 
trol of the State for twelve years; have failed to 
pay the interest; and have gone on increasi 
the debt.

Then they sueceeded in oppressi 
the poor and in almost closing up the color 
schools. The Readjusters believe in education. 
They want more schools and are willing to be 
taxed for that purpose Why, since their con- 
trol of the Legisiature they have taken steps to 
repeal objectionable legislation, and a large 
number of colored schools have been reopened. 
Mahove has come to the front again because he 
represents a principle, and his help is necessary 
to its success.

He is now in the field to stay, and the effect of 
his wonderful organizing ability will be seen 
soon.”

They regard the result of the recent municipal 
elections as indicative of the popular sentiment, 
and of the overwhelming defeat of both Kead- 
omy and Kepubiicaus at the fall election.

CERTIFICATES OF STOCK. 


The Supreme Court of California De- 
clares Them Not Assessable—HReasons 


for the Opinion. 

SAN FRANCisCO, Cal., June 1.—The Supreme 
Court bas denied the application of John H. 
Burke fora writ of mandamus to compel the 
Assessor to assess certificates of stock. 

In deciding the case, Justice Ross, in deliver- 
ing the opinion, held that the Constitution of 
the State does not require or authurize double 
taxation. On the contrary, its language clearly 
forbids it. The stock of any corporation con- 
sists of its franchise and such other property as 
the corporation may own. When, therefore, all 
of the property of a corporation is assessed its 
franchise and all of its other property of stock 
corporation is assessed and the mandate of the 
Constitution is complied with. This property is 
held by the corporation in trust for the stuck- 
holders, who are owners ot it and a certain pro- 
portion called shares, and which are usually 
evidenced by certificates of stock. A share of 
each stockholder is undoubtedly property, but 
it is an interest in the very property held by the 
corporation,—nothing more. hen the proper- 
ty of the corporation is assessed and the tax 
thereon paid, who but the stockholders pay it? 
It is true thatitis paid from the treasury of 
the corporation before the money therein is 
divided, but it is substantially the same thing as 
if paid from the pockets of the individual stock- 
holders. 

Justices Sharpstein, McKee, Thornton, and 
McKinsley concur in the decision. Chief-Jus- 
tice Morrison concurs so far asthe opinion re- 
lates to savings-bank deposits, expressing no 
opinion as to the question of taxation of cer- 
tificates of stock. Justice McRick concurs, ex- 
cept as to the assessment of savings-bank de- 
posits, ou which subject he expresses no opin- 
ion. In business circies the decision gives great 
satisfaction, and is considered to have an im- 
portant bearing on the interests of the State.

CORNER-STONE LAYING.

Certain of the faith- 
ful Deniocratic papers of this State, which 
have from time immemorial learned to de- 
pend upon the pickings of the off vear, be- 
came very loud in their claims of victory as- 
sured. Butacareful search fails to reveal 
any cause for congratulation from the Demo- 
cratic standpoint. I have had occasion to 
see a large number of prominent persons in 
various parts of the State during the past 
few days, and have taken considerable pains 
to record their remarks; and, as a general 
summing up, I desire to say, in the beginning 
of this letter, that the present situation of af- 
fairs in the National Republican party seems 
really to be a thing of advantage to the local 
party in this State.

That being the general feeling of the people 
of the State, of course such men as Conkling 
are not particularly admired here. I well 
remember the unrecorded remark of Mr. E. 
B. Wright, Superintendent of the Western 
Union Telegraph for the Central Division, 
made the day after -Conkiing’s Warren 
speech. There is no truer Republican in

FUNERAL SENSATION,

Extraordinary Scene in a Pittsburg 
Church —A Frail Wife Denied the 
Privilece by the Minister and Friends 
of Seeing Her Dead Husband.

Prrrsnund, Pa., May 31,—A sensation was 
caused at the funeral services of Robert J. 
Smith, a well-known and wealthy jeweler of 
this city, which were held in Trinity Church, 
South Side, to-day. The church, was filled 
with a fashionable audience, comprising 
some of our best people. Among the numer- 
ous carriages which drove up to the house of 
the dead was one containing his wife. She 
had forfeited al! claims to being called his 
wife by reason of her  unfaithfulness, 
About six months ago he was divorced 
from her, as they had separated several 
wonths before. Since that time Mrs. Smith, 
whois a woman of voluptuous form ‘and 
beautiful features, has been one of the queens 
of the demi-uionde of this city. She lives in 
an aristecratic house of prostitution on Cald- 
well street. Accompanied by another frail 
sister, Lizzie Smith took a seat near the coffin 
of her former husband. She was dressed in 
deep black, and wore a heavy veil. During 
tie funeral services she burst out crying, 
“Oh, my husband.“ When the ceremonies 
closed the lid was removed from the glass of 
the casket, and the minister invited those 
present to look for the last time on the face 
of the dead. Lizzie, who during all this 
time was seemingly more affected than any 
one in the church, moved frantically toward the 
eottin, and was within a few feet of it, when Mr. 
Smith, a brother of the deceased, threw his arms 
over the glass and prevented her from lookinuy 
in, retmurking: : 

“Go back. Keep away. You cannot see 
him.” 

The Rev. McCready motioned her to bre. and 
said: 
“Goaway. You have no right to see him, and 
you shall not see him.’ 

The woman made a desperate effort to get to

ge Smith, the mother of the deceased, or- 
dered ber to leave, and Miss Smith, ber duaugh- 
ter, shouted:

While the wildest commotion prevailed in the 
church, the lid was fastened to its place, and the 
frantic woman crowded and showed toward 
the pulpit. Her carriage followed at the end 
of the cortége, and at the grave in tbe 
cemetery she made the most touching appeals 
to those who superintended the rites to allow her 
just one glance at the tace of the man sbe had 
learned to love, but to whom, it was claimed, 


sho also had been the occasion of so much do- 


mestic infelicity. The saddest chapter of the 
mournful narrative remains yet to be related. 
The impressive ceremonics had beeu rendered 
at the grave, the cotfin had been lowered into 
the earth, the ministe r had said. Dust to dust, 
and ashes to ashes, while a spadeful of clods 
had been dropped on the tid oi the cotfin, the 
friends in their carriages had desertcd the place, 
and the grave-diggers bad begun to fil in the 
earth, when Lizzie, the recreant wife, ran and 
ſooked in.

Wheat went 
down rather heavily at the outset, under large 
offerings by parties who are supposed to have 
been tailers on after tne firm that has mowed 
such a big swath for some weeks past. But the 
offerings were ali taken, and the market rallied, 
with a recovery in New York from an early de- 
cline of Ic. The reported shipments of wheat 
were very small, bu} so were the deliveries on 
June contracts. Wenot a steady shrinkage in 
the discount on August wheat. The 
receipts of corn were again larger, 
with a further. improvement in  qual- 
ity, though some ot it proves to have been 
badly damaged in crib during the winter. The 
market was firm and relatively steady, except 
that cash lots commanded less of a premium over 
June. Oats were heavy, with continued big re- 
ceipts, enough toswamp the confidence of any 
body who believed that “there are few oata in 
the country.”

In dry goods there is no change of importance 
to note, dealers generally reporting a ‘steadily 
increasing trade at remunerative figures. The 
butter market is easy and lower for all but the 
chuicest grades, and the tendency is in the di- 
rection of a still further deciine. These re- 
marks apply to the cheese trade, which exhibits 
considerable weakness, There are no changes 
to note in the rates for coal, the small receipts 
thus far tending to keep the market firm. In 
drugs and chemicals there are few changes 
from last week, gum arabic and iodide 
potassium being marked down sligutix. 
Dealers in fish report an active trade in all 
descriptions at steady rates. In fruits and nuts 
an active business is being done, the stocks 
generally being liberal. In wool, hides, grease, 
und taliow an irregular trade is still reported, 
wool selling at rates that can hardly prove 
profitable. In groceries, coffees show a decided 
Urmuess, with a tendency upward, and sugars 
have been advanced ‘4c per Ib throughout the 
list.

The oats market suffered a decided break yes - 
terdas, a decline of 14@1%c having taken place. 
The extensive deal engineered during the month 
of May carried prices relatively far above those 
of other future deliveries, andas a result the 
May consignments were upusuaily heavy; 80 
mud so that it was impossible to get all the oats 
to market in time to meet the requirements ot 
the situation. These belated consignments were 
heavy yesterday, and will probably string along 
for several days to come, and may possibly de- 
press the market still further. The stock of 
oats now in warehouse here is neariy five times 
as large as it was one year ago, and the increase 
of receipts over shipments last week alone was 
greater than the entire quantity of oats in store 
at this period last year. The feeling at the close 
yesterday was one of extreme weakness, buyers 
show mg a disposition to hold off for lower prices. 

Chase & Seymour, of Milwaukee, say: 

The advance at lake points is increasing sales 
by farmers throughout spring wheat sections, 
and many mills are shipping their stocks of 
wheat, owing to flour being relatively lower; 
and we think heavier receipta must prevail at 
present prices for some little while to come. In 
winter wheat sections farmers have persistently 
held back their grain, expecting an advance in 
price on account of unfavorable condition of 
the crops. There is undoubtedly considerabie 
to be marketed, for the reason that the last crop 
wasas large, if not more, than the preceding crop, 
and, as the wheat and flour exports together ure 
less than the precedingVear, 1t stands to reason 
much wheat is yet to be sold.

THE HENNEPIN CANAL. 
Review of the Convention—Sketch of 
the Interests Represented and of the 
Personal Ends Sought—The Cheap 
Transportation Interest overreached. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 
DANVILLE, III., June 1.—The second chap- 
ter in the history of the Davenport Conven- 
tion of May 2%’6 is herewith written. The 
first was prepared by Tun TRIBUNE’s special 
correspondent on the ground at the time and 
duly recorded in its columns the day after. 
This closing chapter will cover such detafls 
of fact and circumstance as were naturally 
not obtaintainable at that Convention. 
To begin with, it was not a Davenport 
Convention, although Mr. Ed Russell, Judge 
Murphy, and many citizens of that beautitul 


| city on the west bank of the Mississippi con- 


tributed the major part of the brains that 
made the Convention a success,—but a Con- 
vention of three separate and distinct serts 
of American citizens. It was called as a 
Convention of the citizens of ‘the Northwest 
interested in the subject of cheap transporta- 
tion to the seaboard, It was fairly rep- 
presented by that class; but cheap 
transportation to the seaboard was one 
of the myths of this Convention, as 
was the resolution in favor of honest money 
by our estimable friends, the Greenbackers, 
in their last National Convention. 

There were three factions at the Daven- 

rt Convention. There were, first, the St. 

suis Barge Line: second, the Lilinvis & 
Michigan Ship-Canal interest; and third, the 
honest producer and factor of the Northwest, 
who wanted cheap transportation to the 
seabvard. 

Now, these interests may honestly be di- 
vided as follows: Ex-Congressman E. 0. 
Stanard and John ay yo of Missouri, rep- 
resenting the Barge Line. Carter II. Har- 
rjson, Chicago; J. S. Starr, Peoria; Thomas 

„Henderson, Princeton, representing the 
Ship Canal. Ed. Russell, Davenport; J. W. 
Burdette, Burlington, and ex-Congressman 
Wilson, representing the producer and factor 
ofthe Great Northwest. [To these gentle- 
men, in the course of this article, will be 
added many others who were prominent in 
counsei and debate. 

As to the Barge Line, it is owned to-day 
7 Jay Gould and the C., B. & Q. syndicate. 
If any man doubts this, let him go 
to St. Louis, Keokuk, Cairo, or Mem- 
phis, and he will find that the ac- 
counting officers of the Barge Line are men of 
railway education and railway indorsement. 
The Barge Line went to Davenport ina special 
car, with special servants und all the comforts 
of civilization. It went as a representative 
body of the Mississippi River improvement peo- 
pie, but the very tirst move made in the Conven- 
tion, as telegrapbed at the time, was to assert 
its authority and claim that the Barge Line 
was “solid” in the Conventién. Upon every 
occasiou Gov. Stanard and John Hogan were ac- 
corded a bearty, cordial! hearing. 

The Illinois & Michigan Ship Canal delegates 
went there at the expense of organiza- 
tions in Chicago, and for the sole pur- 
pose of pooling in with the Convention 
and getting an indorsement which would give 
them character with the Governor of Lilinvis 
and the Northern Penitentiary ring, so the 
outcome would be: Chicago drainage and a 
Penitentiary contract. And right here I desire 
to except from this coalition the names of 
George Schneider, John C. Dore, and William 
Bross, of Chicago; ex-Senator Robert H. Me- 
Clellan, of Galena; Gen. S. D. Atkins, of

Arntzen, Quincey: W. T. Dowdall, Peoria; Henry

Williain Bross, Chicago. In talent, even in rep- 
resentation from the several localities repre- 
sented, the Convention was a success; but so far 
us progressing one peg toward constructing the 
Hennepin cut-olf is concerned it was a failure. 
The speeches delivered to the Convention could 
ull nave been written by Chittenden, of New 
York, the seif-constituted President of the Anti- 
Monopoly League, as they were all modeled after 
the clup-trap which is intended to catch votes, 


This bubbie of cheap water routes needs ex- 
ploding now and forever. It hasn't even the 
lixed clement of wind to sustainit.

I have analyzed the Federal cus- 
toms reports, the reports of receipts aud ship- 
ments from every Atlantie port, and I tell you 
that ® por cent of our cereaisis consumed at 
home. and only 10 per cent exported. This be- 
ing so, what does it mean? Why, simply that 
the improvement of the Mississippi, the millions 
we are squandering on Eads’ jetties, the Hen- 
nepin Canal, the Lilinois & Michigan Ship- 
Canal, the James River Canal, Secretary Win- 
dom's Tennessee River & Virginia Canal, each and

A BARGE RAILWAY. 


A Cheap Transportation Scheme Sug- 
gested by a Des Moines Man. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Des Moinss, Ia., May 30.—The widespread 
interest and increasing discussion by the pa- 
pers of cheap transportation, and the merits 
of the various routes and systems, are evi- 
dence enough of the vital importance at- 
tached to the question. When a convention 
is calied, such as was held at Davenport last 
week, to discuss the advisability of building 
a canal at a cost of some $25,000,000 for the 
purpose‘of gaining a still shorter and more 
direct water route than the Mississippi River, 
itis evident the transportation question pos- 
sesses a tremendous interest. 

Great events, it seems, always bring forth 
new ideas to supply them, and thus it is that 
amid all the discussion a new thought occurs 
to me, Which is nothing less than 

A BARGE RAILWAY; 
in other words, a railroad and canal com- 
bined, which would retain the speed of the 
one and the vast capacity,of the other. Let 
the locomotive take the place of the mule or 
the towboat, and barges take the place ol 
cars. Such a combination, used on the pro- 
posed canal across the State of Illinois, would 
equal in possible capacity and amount of 
work performed by any other ten roads. It 
would do all the work now performed by the 
barge lines of the Lover Mississippi with 
much greater speed and facility, and, con- 
structed on the straightline to the East. such 
as gives feasibility to the proposed Llen nepin 
Canal, it would have all the advantages of 
shortening distance, carrying vast loads, and 
moving them withunparalleled speed. inthe 
consideration of such a scheme the first ques- 
tion would be concerning 
ITS PRACTICABILITY. 
If a mule can tow a barge on a canal, why 
cannot the yoke be transferred to a locomo- 
tive, and the latter used for the same pur- 
pose with its increased weight, power, and 
speed? Suppose a ditch or canal be dug on 
each side of a railroad, what is to prevent a 
locomotive with an inflexible crossbar at the 
back, long enough at each side to reach the 
centre and deepest portion of the canal, and 
these attaiched to the barges, from moving 
along and taking the boats with it? If the 
canal be of uniform width and depth 
throughout, the strong crossbar of the en- 
gine would always keep the barges 
exactly in the centre and deepest 
portion of the stream, thus avoiding 
the possibility ot touching the banks. 
This danger avoided, speed would not be dan- 
gerous, and a locomotive balanced on the track 
with such atrain each side of it, could move 
swiftly and easily forward, carrying at one load 
what it takes ten or more trains to carry now. 
THE EXPENSE 
of building sucha combination of cansl and 
railroad would seem at rst glance to overwhelm 
the idea at once, but, when we consider the mag- 
nitude of the ultimate results, it would seem to 
be well worth even a vastiy iocreased cost over 
ordinary roads. Besides a great deal of the ex- 
pensive rolling stock used on ordinary roads 
could be dispensed with. Passengers could be 
carried in their state-rooms on the barges, thus 
doing away with expensive passenger coaches, 
so that the cost of building would be 
but comparatively little more than 
for any ordinary road, not to say anything of 
having acapacity of ten roads in one. There 
has beensv much said by the papers of late con- 
cerning the vast loads which it is possible to 
transport ou burgess by way of the Mississippi 
River that everyone looks upon that system as a 
new, cheaper, and greatly superior mode of 
shipping. Let them now remember that the 
speed attained by the tow-boat and barge sys- 
term is at most but six or seven miles an hour, 
and that a railroad makes ordinarily trevie that 
rate of speed, and they will immediately ap- 
preciate what an immense advantage the com- 
bination of two such systems would be. An- 
other point which very much favors this com- 
bination project is that during the winter 
season, when the canal is frozen over and not 
navigable, the railroad still remains as good for 
all purposes any railroad.

itis certainly worth deep consideration. If 
practicable (and in its very simplicity who can 
dispute the feasibility ot it?) it would certainly 
pay, and in this time of prosperity, with mone 
pleuty aud low rates of interest, with all kinds 
of business booming, good crops, and a sure and 
quick return for the investment, once the proj- 
ect be completed, it seems reasonable that capi- 
tal would unhesitatingly take hold of it.

DOWN IN TEXAS. 

A Great Salt River—Shooting Alligators 
on the Brazes—The Conkling Snake— 
The King Suake—Negroes in Texas— 
Spanish Moss and Cotten-Seed Oil 
Factorics—The New Harbor at the 
Mouthofthe Brazos. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Moutru or THE Brazos (on the Gulf), 
Tex., May B.—kight down through the mid- 
dle of Texas ruus the strange Brazos River. 
It is the largest river in Texas. It is 1,500 
miles Jong, and very .crooked, It rises 
away in the northwest of the “ Panhandle” 
of Texas, among the mountains on 
the border of New Mexico, and runs through 
the Staked Plains,” then through a thou- 
sand miles of the richest country on Earth, 
and finally empties into the Gulf. Why is it 
astrange river? Because it is sometimes 
salt, and sometimes fresh. Brazos means 
salt. When the south fork of this river, 
which feeds from the salt lakes in the 
* Staked Piains,” is up, it makes the whole 
river salt to its mouth. The salt blinds the 
fish, and finally kills them. 

THE BRAZOS BOTTOM. 

The land for 800 miles along the Brazos is 
the best in the world. Rich as the Brazos 
bottom,” is a by-word all over Texas. Near 
the coast it is lined with sugar-plantations, 
while away from the coast it is one green 
field of corn and cotton away up to the Town 
of Brazos, on the Texas & Pacific. 

During the War the rich planters in Louis- 


jana and Mississippi “ refugeed” with their 


negroes into the Brazos bottoins. Here they 
staid till the War was over, and here thou- 
sands of freedinen remain. All the Brazos 
bottom wants is labor. I see fields of last 
year’s cotton as yet unpicked. Some plant- 
ers are olfering half of the crop for picking. 
The green weeds are getting about as high 
as the old cotton-stalks, and the old crop will 
soon be ruined. 

All the railroads in Texas are heading for 
the Brazos bottom. Gould’s Missouri, Kan- 
sas & Texas now runs over a shorteut from 
Dennison to Fort Worth: and 4,100 men are 
grading track from there to Waco, on the 
Brazos. From Waco the Gould system has 
surveyed and will build a Gulf outlet straight 
down the Brazos to its mouth, which at pres- 
ent knows nothing but snags, and alligators, 
and live-oak trees loaded with Spanish moss. 

THE ALIGATOR’S IlOME, 

The Brazos is the natural habitation of the 
alligator. The half-salt water just suits him. 
Ilaving never been hunted there, as in Flor- 
ida, he is quite gentle. Ile lies on the sand 
with his great mouth open, catching flies, 
till you get within a few feet of him. When 
he sees you, down flops his great jaw on the flies, 
and away he swims with just his head out of 
water. The little alligators, from six inches to 
two .eet long., ure as thick as frogs. The big 
ones are from fou to eight feet long. It is 
crucl sport to bunt them, because, when you 
shoot them, you have to aim at the little white 
thin skin under their neck,or at their open 
mouth. Noone but a fiend would tire a Minnie 
ball into an alligator’s mouth. When you do 
shoot, you willonly secure one where you wound 
a duzen. 

THE MOST WONDERFUL SNAKE, 

Along the Upper Brazos and iu Western Texas, 
where tlourish the horned frog, is the strongest 
zunke known to naturalists. He is sometimes 
called the ginss-snake. He is from two to four 
tect long, witha striped back, He is not poli- 
sonous. His way of defending himeelf when at- 
tucked by a powerful foe is similiar to that of the 
‘possum or skunk. Instead of fighting back, he 
breaks into a dozeu picces, and, every piece dis- 
tinct in itself, lies apparently dead on the 
ground, Sometimes the pieces are a foot apart. 
Wneu the foe disappears, the pieces gradually 
come together, unite into one snake, and craw! 
of. The naturalist will naturally ask if 
the pieces are entirely separated. I answer, 
‘They are. No film or tendon bolds them to- 
wether. Youcan chop the ground with an ax 
between the pieces. Mr. H. Kdwards, whose 
post-office address is Montgomery, Ala., showed 
me one of these snakes at Waco. He still has it 
alive, and will prove with the living snake, or 
by answering a letter from any naturalist, the 
accuracy of this story. Some wags who were 
looking at this glass snake said It ought to be 
called the Conkling snake.” When asked 
them, Why? they said: 

* Because when in danger they break them- 
selves all to pieces, and then have to work hard 
to get together again.” 

he ginss snake which Mr. Edwards showed 
me had lost the tp of its tail. When I asked 
the owner how that happened, he said: 

“The snake went to pieves ove day, and, before 
it gut together, a hunery kime-snake, which I 
still have, swallowed the tail.“ 

Mr. Edwards had several king-snakes. Like 
the glass-snake, they are not poisonous. Still, 
they kill the largest snake in the bottoms. They 
make a spring at a large snake or rabbit, coil 
instantly around its neck, and strangle it,— 
choke it todeath, A king-snake five feet long 
will strangle a dog.orarattiesnake. The only 
snake able to detend itself against the king- 
snake is the giass-stake. When the king-snake 
springs at the giass-snake, the wgiass-snake 
brenks into pieces, and its foe might just as well 
try to strangle a basket of clothes-pins or a pail 
full of sardines. 

THE FREEDMAN IN TEXAS, 


The freedman in Texas is better off than in 
Louisiana or Mississippi. They do shoot, kill, 
and disfranchise colored men in Louisiana and 
in the Shoestring District in Mississippi; but 1 
cannot hear of an instance where the colored 
man has been abused here in Texas. They buy 
farms here, and have schools. They dress better 
than the poor whites. Such a flood of German 
and Northern settlers have come to Texas that 
it is getting cosmopolitan. The old mossback 
slavehoider, who is opposed to negro schools 
and to negroes holding office, are in the minority 
in Texas. I have questioned hundreds of freed- 
men since | entered the State, and they all tell 
me that they have their political rights in Texas. 
I know they are looked down upon as an inferior 
race; they do not sit in theatres with the whites, 
and they do not ride in the ladies’ car 
on the railroads, and I think they would 
be refused a berth in a Pullman car; 
but that barbarism will wear off after awhile. 
There are many Republican counties in Texas, 
like Washington County, where the negro holds 
a part of the offices. When Texas is cut up into 
smuller States, some of them will be Republican. 
Dallas, the brightest town in the State, has just 
gone Kepublican. I advise all freedmen who 
want to leave the cruel butldozers of isiana 
and Mississippi to emigrate to Texas, where they 
can buy land at from $1 to $5 per acre, capabie 
of raising a bale of cotvon to the acre. The State 
of Texas has splendid stock-ranches for sale at 
50 cents an acre. The State owns all the land 
here. The General Government at Wash 
has nothing to do with it. This is why the te 
has $1,500,000 in the ‘Treasury to-day. Having 
no State debt, the State doesn't know what to do 
with so much money. It takes @ company of 
troops all the time to guard t Treasury. 
If any one wants information Texas chea 
lands, he can write to the General Land Agent 
of Texas, at Austin, or to the Land Agent of the 
Texas & Pacitic Railroad, at Marshall.

THE UTH OF THE BRAZOS. 

The practica — ot making the mouth of the 
Brazos a t harbor is being all * 
Texas. river basa bar at its mouth, + 
Galveston, New Orleans, or Mazatian. This bar 
once removed, large ships cau xo up the Brazos 
for twenty miles. It would be a better harbor 
than Galveston. Jay Gould bas surveyed the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas extension straight 
down the Brazos from Fort Worth by Waco to 
the mouth of the Brazus. The Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas extension is runn cars to Fort 
Worth; and it is already graded from Fort Worth 
to Waco, ou the Brazos. The Gulf, Colorado & 
Santa Fé Road runs now on one side of the Bra- 
208; and Missouri, Kansas & Texas will run 
on the other. Mr. Gould has found out that the 
Brazos bottom is the richest land on earth. 

Gould's idea is, to bave uu ocean-barber of his 
own forall his Texas system, that harbor 
will be at the mouth of the Brazus, forty miles 
west of Galveston. Then; in case of yellow- 
fever at Galveston or New Orleans, the mouth 
of the Brazés will always be open. Steamers 
can only run up the Brazos during high water. 
It is 1,600 miles by rail from the moutn of the 
Brazos, on the Gulf, to San Francisco. Mr. 
Gould's idea is, to send heavy San Francisco 
freights to New Orleans and the mouth of the 
Brazos, and then cart them up to Fort Worth 
and on west to San Francisco, saving about 1,500 
miles of raii-travel.

MARTIN F. CONWAY. 


A Pathetic Letter from Kansas’ First 
Representative in Congress. 
Atchison (Kaa.) Champion, May 22. 

We received yesterday the following letter 
from the Hon. M. F. Conway, the tirst Repre- 
sentative of this State in Congress, and now ao 
inmate of the St. Elizabeth Asylum. for the in- 
sane, near Washington. The letter has few, if 
any, traces of mental aberration. Per- 
fectly sane men often write letters 
much mvure “crazy” than this seems to 
be, especially on the subject of office. 
We have seen other letters from Mr. Conway 
that show vo traces of insanity. Yet be is said 
to be a hopeless lunatic, and at times dangerous. 
It will be remembered that some years ago he 
shot ex-Senator Pomeroy, intlicting u slight 
wound. We publish his letter, as it will, no 
doubt, interest many of his old friends. Conway 
was during his residence in Kansas a brilliant, 
nervous, energetic man, a Radical among 
the radicals, an eloquent aud impassioned 
orator, and a close student. He was, 
however, always somewhat erratic. He and 
Marcus J. Parrott were generally pitted 
against each other, the latter being the first 
Free State Delegate in Congress, and Conway 
his successor on the admission of the State. It 
is a singular and mournful fact that these two 
brilliant young men, the leaders, during the 
early years of Kansas. of two factions of the 
Free State Party, should both at last become in- 
mates of an insane asylum. Poor Parrott died 
a wretched imbecile. He was found wandern 
aimlesly about the streets of Cincinnati unable 
to tell his name or residence, and died shortly 
afterward, while Conway is the inmate of an 
asylum and stiil “harping on” an office. His

THE ILLINOIS HUMANE SOCIETY. 

The management of the IIliuois Humane So- 
ciety, recognizing the right of the public which 
furnishes the means by which its work is sus- 
tained to know to what uses the money so con- 
tributed is applied, presents the following sum- 
mary of its work for the month of May: 

The whole number of formal complaints re- 
ceived and investigated by its agents was cighty. 
Of these, forty-four were for or related to the 
abuse of animals, thirty-six of cruelty to or 
criminal negiect of children, and two for tbrow- 
ing broken glass into the streets, thereby en- 
dangering the feet of horses and children. 
Eleven cases were prosecuted in tae courts on 
criminal charges, and convictions obtained in 
eight; two were dismissed, and one has not yet 
come to tinal trial. 

Fourteen disabled, sick. or abandoned horse 
have been killed in, several cases at the request. 
of owners. Twenty-six children have been res- 
cued from conditions of cruelty, ¢riminal 
negiect,or abject poverty, and placed in the 
charitable institutions of the city or otherwise 
provided for as follows: 

In the Christian Brothers’ Reform School, 1; 
St. Joseph's Orphan Asylum,9; Home for the 
Friendless, 7; Girls’ Industrial School, 3; Haif- 
Orphan Asylum, 3; Servite Sisters,1. Two boys 
were reseued from the control of un itinerant 
padrone who was using them for purposes of 
mendicancy, and returned or are now on their 
way to friends,—one to Belgium. the other to 
New'Orleans, from where we already bave al- 
vices that he has safely arrived.
